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THE Treasury Board at Ottawa is 
striving to cut fourteen milion 
dollars off the annual expenditure and 
is experiencing difficulty. It is al 
ways so much easier to add to the ex¬ 
penditure than to reduce. 

* * * 

One means to that ends would be 
to abolish Hansard. It has not the 
same value to the members now as it 
had when they used it to show their 
constituents what they were doing 
and saying in parliament. The pro¬ 
vincial legislatures have no such rec 
ord and they appear to get on fairly 
well without. 

* * • 

It won’t be done however, but per¬ 
haps the members might be prevailed 
upon to curtail it somewhat by omit¬ 
ting publication of the desultory dis¬ 
cussions that take place when the 
House is in committee. 

• * * 

Then again they might be persuaded 
to print English speeches in English 
and French speeches in French only 
and save the expense of translating 
and printing in both languages. Per¬ 
haps, then, the English members 
would learn to speak and read French 
And then perhaps not. 

* * * 

State by state to the south is 
moving toward repeal of the Eigh¬ 
teenth Amendment, but it may take a 
long time yet to reach the full re¬ 
quirement of thirty-six states. In 
the meantime the administration has 
withdrawn support from the Volstead 
Act, even to the removal of Mr. Vol¬ 
stead himself who was a sort of gen¬ 
eral counsel under the Act which 
bears his name. Prohibition still re¬ 
mains the law of the land although 
disowned by both parties last Novem¬ 
ber and rejected at the polls. 

* • * 

Its defeat there and in all the prov¬ 
inces of Canada except one leads us 
to wonder what certain denomina¬ 
tional bodies think of it. Year after 
year, they passed resolutions in fav¬ 
or of it and some of them do so still. 
Are they right and the majority of 
the electors wrong?

If the world conference fails, Bri¬ 
tain can stand it better than any oth¬ 
er country. She can work on the 
lines stated last year, broadening 
markets between the United Kingdom 
and the dominions overseas, which 
after all, compose a substantial por¬ 
tion of this terrestrial globe.

Even though it fail the conference 
is not without some value. We at 
least know it has been tried. 

* * * 

Some critics say it was a mistake 
to have all the world represented, but 
if you want to assemble a machine so 
that it will run smoothly, yod cannot 
afford to omit even a nut. 

* * 

France is losing her place as the 
sweetheart of the nations. Her de¬ 
mand that other countries go back to 
her on gold was really a piece of im¬ 
pertinence. She was not far behind 
Germany in inflation. The franc 
which she borrowed on a large scale 
at twenty cents she paid back at four 
and still owes Britain and the Unit¬ 
ed States vast sums. 

* * * 

She did not want Britain and the 
United States to do what she herself 
did, but of course, Britain did not 
want the United States to do it eith¬ 
er and in the matter of tariffs the Un- 
ied States did not want Britain to fol¬ 
low their example. Like, any other 
business, inflation is not so profitable 
if too many people go into it. Neither 
is high protection.

Like melting snow, its customs and 
rigidities disappeared in a single decade and during the 
next twenty high-pitched years they were scarcely missed 
Sooner or later, however, the world may be brought to 
realize that the old-fashioned Sunday was not a mere 
rustic survival from early Calvinism or a tribal rite of 
the ancient Hebrews, but was a social check-valve devel¬ 
oped by centuries of human experience, and that a ner¬ 
vous, high-strung society which has suddenly abolished 
it will rue its loss. The old-fashioned Sunday, in short, 
was one of nature’s regulators, checking the tempo of 
life and readjusting it every seven days. It did for a 
very large part of the civilized world exactly what every

cast. ji. crop is not a crop till it is in the bins, A dozen 
visitations either good or bad, may alter crop prospects 
completely within a few weeks. So they prefer a modest 
prediction rather than enthusiasm. 

About this time every year, some bright boy down in 
Ottawa or Winnipeg, gets out his pencil and paper and 
begins estimating the Western crop probabilities. He has 
a passion for large figures, and no doubt, basing his esti¬ 
mates on reports from different districts, he begins ad¬ 
ding up to the formidable total. 

The estimate, circulating through the newspapers, 
boosts the probable world supply and forecasts another 
heavy surplus. It speaks to Eastern manufacturers of a 
large and lavish buying public, a public that might stand 
for a boost in prices. It spurs collectors to new endeav¬ 
ors. This is the likely harvest that may be reaped from 
too optimistic reports. 

On the other hand, there is nothing to be gained per¬ 
manently, by minimizing the grain prospects of the coun¬ 
try, or by suppressing any hopeful forecosts. That system 
would soon play itself out. 

The newspapers, in publishing crop reports, do their 
limited best to present a faithful picture. In this they are 
guided by the reports from various parts of the district 
and by observation. This year in this district, wheat

CONTROLLING FIREARMS 


A new amendment to the criminal code states that ev¬ 
ery person who has upon his person a pistol, revolver or 
any firearm capable of being concealed on the person 
while committing any criminal offense of whjch he shall 
be convicted, shall receive a sentence of two years in ad¬ 
dition to the sentence of the offense for which he is con¬ 
victed.” 

This ruling has no great significance to the majority of 
individuals, as gun toting is not the habit of the normal 
citizen.

THE SHADOW OF ARMS 


VULCAN 


When the connections and ramifications of armament 
companies are revealed, the reader is driven to the convic¬ 
tion that, over all conferences and moves for world nego¬ 
tiation, looms the shadow of munition makers. Armament 
firms have exercised and still exercise a most sinister in¬ 
fluence in alt international affairs. 

A recent article in the Toronto Star by Van Paassen, a 
Canadian journalist at Geneva, again confirms the 
strength of the menace. It shows why disarmament and 
other conferences fail despite conscientious efforts on the 
part of many of the participants. 

Special emphasis is laid on Vickers’ Limited, the great¬ 
est single industry in Britain, and primarily a British 
concern. The article says: “Its directorate and the direc¬ 
torates of several powerful banks are interlocking not on¬ 
ly inside Britain'but with the directorates of steel trusts, 
munition factories, naval construction depots and banks 
throughout the world. Branching out is a picture like the 
hub of a wheel, the mother company in England, with 
spokes running to Vickers’ Corporation Canada; to New 
Zealand, Ireland, Spain, Italy, Switzerland Roumania 
Berlin, Holland, Warsaw, Constantinople, Japan etc. Fur¬ 
thermore the Vickrfs Company is closely linked with 
Schneider the great French armament trust. 

"A Parisian newspaper publishes the information that 
Vickers was among the financial supporters of Hitler, 
along with Sir Henry Deterding who contributed .millions 
to the Hitler movement in'which he sees the ultimate at¬ 
tacker of Russia. A month ago a Berlin paper revealed 
that British engineers were working in the offices and 
laboratories of that Gorman poison gas outfit. 

“In Italy, the Vickers subsidiary is the factory which 
supplies arins to Hungary against all treaties. Sir Her¬ 
bert Lawrence, president of Vickers is director of the 
Bank of Roumanias; and so is the head of the French ar- 
manent firm of Schneider. Vickers recently ran full page 
ads of tanks in a German military magazine. Yet Ger¬ 
many is not supposed to have or buy any tanks. Poland 
is, and Vickers supplied sixty tanks to Poland this year. 

“Real disarmament would mean a terrible blow to a su¬ 
per trust like Vickers. But is real disarmament likely 
when two ministers of the present British cabinet are di-

DAIRYING IN DENMARK 


it is in Canada. In spite of that fact the Danish dairymen 
are practicing culling to an extent Canadian dairymen 
have never yet conceived. For the purpose of preventing 
over-production (not to bring it up to trade requirements) 
they have already destroyed some 10,000 cattle and will 
do away with about 50,000 more before the end of the 
year. And destruction in this case means burning, in or¬ 
der that nothing will be added to the surplus of beef 
which is already a worry. Long, ago in Denmark, because 
of stem necessity, dairymen learned that if they would 
continue in profitable business they must rid themselves 
of all but their highest producers. Also that they must 
breed for still higher production. This they have been 
doing consistently, with the result that they lead the 
world in their business. Co-operative organization has 
made this result comparatively easy of achievement in 
Denmark, it being a country of small area. It is going to 
be more difficult in Canada, a land of vast extent, but it 
can be done. It must be done if our dairy business is ever 
to amount to anything worth while.—Observations by J. 
Wodell in Alberta Farmer.

Three Factors of System Explained 

The basic system of dividends and 
the encouragement of Individual en¬ 
terprise. 

The State shall be viewed by its 
citizens as a gigantic Joint Stock 
Company with the resources of the 
province behind its credit. 

The bona-fide citizens are each and 
all shareholders, entitled to basic div¬ 
idends sufficient to provide the bare 
necessities of food, clothing, and 
shelter for each individual and his 
family. 

The qualifications of citizenship 
shall be clearly defined and rigidly 
enforced. 

No citizen shall be allowed to bar¬ 
ter away, or otherwise dispose of, his 
basic dividends beyond the extent of 
the current year, and thereby become 
a vagabond or tramp with no fixed 
abode, or sustenance. 

.Basic dividends should be $20.00 a 
month for every bona fide citizen, 
male or female, 18 years or more. 
Children of bona fide citizens, 16 
years old, will receive $10 a month 
and those 17 years old, $15 a month. 
(These figures are merely suggested 
for illustration purposes). 

This rate may be changed at the 
ehd of any five-year period to suit 
the standard of living then prevalent. 

These dividends are not to be giv¬ 
en on a basis of so much work done, 
but as a bare support of citizenship, 
loyalty to the state and best interests 
of the country. . 

Salaries or wages for work done 
will be paid as now, but in provincial 
credit (not money). 

The State should provide as much 
work as possible for those who desire 
it, and can serve acceptably. t 

Any who are handicapped physical¬ 
ly or mentally should be given bonus 
dividend protection. 

Individual enterprise must be en¬ 
couraged in every way possible. 

To prevent exploitation of the 
country’s wealth, citizenship must be 
carefully protected from unworthy, 
individuals. ' 

All rendering sendee to the state 
or community such as doctors, teach¬ 
ers, lawyers, bookkeepers, ministers 
etc., will be paid fees or salaries (in 
addition to the basic provincial divi¬ 
dends) by the individual, district, 
company or congregation requiring 
such services. 

Taxes will be levied in the usual 
way but will be greatly reduced, be¬ 
cause of the removal of all interest 
charges and overhead expenses. , • 
All residents of the province who 
do pot co-operate with the citizens, 
and deal directly and only with the 
provincial credit house will be assess¬ 
ed heavy taxes for the privilege of 
doing business in the province. 
Provision for Continuous Circulation 
of Credit (Not Money) 

Credit is the life-blood of the state 
or community. Under no circumstan¬ 
ces must it be allowed to stop its flow. 

No hoarding of money or credit by 
any citizen should be allowed if the 
State is to continue healthy. 

All basic dividend credits therefore 
must be claimed or drawn during the 
current year. 

All salaries or wages or incomes 
from whatever source* must be ex¬ 
pended by the end of the year folow- 
ing the receipt of the same. 

If any credit, under the above re¬ 
mains unused,- or unclaimed, the 


State Credit Houae should write the 
same off the citizen’s account. 

To encourage individual enterprise 
and to enable the individual to pro¬ 
vide more adequately for old age, 
current credit may be used to pur¬ 
chase government bonds maturing at 
a later date for himself or another. 

All producers will be allowed tem¬ 
porary supervised credit to enable 
them to serve the citizenship in the 
best possible way. - 

Direction should be given from 
time to time as to the products that 
are most needed. 

This additional credit should be 
strictly administered and if' no ade¬ 
quate returns are forthcoming, the 
credit should be withdrawn. 

This will apply also to distributors 
of goods, such as exporters, import¬ 
ers, wholesalers, retailers etc. 

It is understood however, that aH 
such bonds become the property of 
the governinent in case of the death 
of the individual in whose name they 
stand. 

Should the citizen leave the prov¬ 
ince permanently and wish to give 
over his bona-fide citizenship, the pro 
incial Credit House should arrange 
to pay his bonds when due in Cana¬ 
dian currency. 

Automatic Price Control 

T6 help make consumption balance 
and control production, the Govern -1 
ment, through their economic officials 
will fix and declare the price of all 
necessities for food, clothing and 
shelter on the basis of a fixed ratio, 

Total Consumption " / 

Market Price— —-X Total Cost 

Total- Production 

K.g. If 50,000 pairs of shoes cost¬ 
ing $6 a pair should be produced or 
imported and only 40,000 pairs were 
purchased by' the consumers, then the 
price would automatically be reduced 
by the officials to 4|5 of $6.00—$4.80- 
a pair, to increase the consumption. 

This means that only when con¬ 
sumption equals production will the 
price at which goods are sold be ade¬ 
quate to cover the total cost of pro¬ 
duction. In other words, the principle 
of profit on necessities is abolished. 

The government will he obliged to 
cover the deficiency in price in two 
ways; 

(1) By sales to foreign countries 
at a profit. 

(2) By granting additional credit 
to the distributors. 

To' secure efficiency and permanen¬ 
cy in the above adjustment and in 
nr ! ce control, it would seem that the 
Economic Officials handling or super¬ 
vising the system should he appointed 
entirely apart from politics, much af¬ 
ter the method of our judicial officers, 
except perhaps that the appointment 
hould be for a period of years rather 
than for life. 

In- no way should the introduction 
of this system be allowed to interfere 
with the relationship between Alber¬ 
ta and Canada or any of the other 
provinces. 

It is expected that all bona fide 
citizens of Alberta will seek employ¬ 
ment or profitable occupation either 
as sought out or made by themselves 
or provided by the Government. In¬ 
vestigation and invention, mental de¬ 
velopment, or any effort valuable to 
society will be considered a profitable 
occupation.

The early history of this district 
centres around Mosquito Creek Cross¬ 
ing" or tne "76" ranen owned by' tnu 
Powder River Cattle Company, now 
known as the Midway ranen and and 
owned by F. W. ings. the Macleod 
trail cross Mosquito Creek at that 
point, and the stages between Calgary 
and Macleod stopped there over night. 
It took two days to make the trip De¬ 
tween these two towns in those days. 
The stage station and post office 
were kept by D. V. Mott, and later by 
Wm. Summers. In 1891 a detachment 
of N.W.M.P. was stationed there, and 
was maintained at that point until 
the end of 1902, when it was moved 
to the new town of Nanton. 

In 1892 the Calgary and Edmonton 
railway was extended south to Mac¬ 
leod and a combined section house 
and station built here, with Thomas 
Field . as the first section foreman. 
Mosquito Creek Crossing was elimin¬ 
ated as a stage station, and Wm. 
Summers, then in charge, located a 
ranch on the Little Bow. J. D, Nor- 
rish was appointed postmaster and 
moved the office to his ranch, the “R. 
L.” now owned by L. D. Robertson. 

In 1902 H. M. Shaw built a store 
building on the present site of the 
Shaw & Cooper block. Mr. Shaw was 
appointed postmaster the same year 
and moved the office to his store. 

On January 8, 1903, W. H. Allan 
became the first railway agent here 
for the C.P.R., which was operating 
the C. & E. railway on a lease at that 
time, and Mr. Allan opened the first 
telegraph office here, but was succed- 
ed three months later by J. P. Long- 
pre. Mr. Allan also opened the sta¬ 
tion and telegraph office at Cayley. 
He subsequently quit railroad work 
as a reguar vocation, and took up 
his abode in Nanton, and still lives 
here.—Nanton News.

Farmers are willing to 
hire men when they can pay their 
wages. 

"The common people had elected a 
millionaire to run their country's af¬ 
fairs,” said Mr. Coote, "and now 
they will have to take what he gives 
them for at least to the present he 
has shown no incentive to change his 
policy of a national government that 
works in the best interests of the 
.ironeyed classes.” 

At the evening session of the con¬ 
vention, Alfred Speakman, M.P., of 
Red Deer, gave a very fine address 
which was followed with closest at¬ 
tention by the large audience. He 
spoke of the fundamental weaknesses 
in the economic system # which paved 
the way for troubles into which the 
country has fallen. Before any real 
recovery can be made the government 
must control the financial element of 
national life. Many examples were 
given to illustrate the flagrant injus¬ 
tice under the present system of fin¬ 
ancial control. This was a much 
stressed feature of the speaker’s ad¬ 
dress.
